Of  Interest 

For  the  maximum  performance  or  exhibition  spikes,  large  bulbs 
are  to  be  preferred.  Medium  bulbs  are  of  blooming  size,  and  small 
bulbs  will  at  times  bloom  late  in  the  season,  the  flowers  being  some¬ 
what  smaller  in  size.  Bulblets  can  not  be  depended  upon  either  to 
bloom  or  for  germination,  many  fail  to  grow  under  the  best  con¬ 
ditions. 

Landscaping  with  Gladiolus  is  being  practised  more  each  year. 
Varieties  suitable  for  this  purpose  have  been  soi  noted  in  this  catalog. 
They  are  sturdy  and  grow  well  with  but  little  or  no  special  attention. 

Garden  clubs  may  avail  themselves  of  quantity  prices  by  buying 
collectively. 


Cultural  Directions 

Upon  receipt  of  bulbs  open  package  to  permit  air  and  keep  cool 
until  planting  time,  away  from  frost.  The  bulbs  may  be  planted  in 
an  alternate  double  row.  This  is  more  effective  than  a  thin  single 
row.  Plant  bulbs  about  three  inches  apart  in  the  row ;  the  rows  are 
about  eighteen  inches  apart.  The  bulbs  should  be  covered  with  about 
three  inches  of  dirt;  in  light  or  sandy  soil  cover  four  or  five  inches. 

Fertilize  if  you  wish  after  bulbs  are  up  three  or  four  inches,  with 
any  good  fertilizer.  Gladiolus  prefer  an  acid  soil.  Soil  should  be 
kept  fresh  and  loose,  not  wet.  Flowers  may  be  cut  with  one  open 
and  will  last  for  a  week  or  ten  days  when  given  fresh  water  and 
one-fourth  inch  cut  diagonally  from  stem  daily. 

The  bulbs  should  be  dug  in  the  fall  when  leaves  turn  brown.  Cut 
the  tops  off  close  to  bulb.  Cure  them  thoroughly  in  a  well  ventilated 
frost  proof  place,  for  about  four  weeks,  stir  them  occasionally.  The 
roots  should  then  be  removed,  bulbs  put  in  shallow  containers  and 
stored  for  the  winter  in  a  cool,  dry  and  frost-proof  place. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  my  practice  to  cut  the  tops  off  close 
to  bulb  at  digging  time.  The  bulbs  are  removed  to  curing  quarters 
and  the  tops  destroyed.  Our  storage  is  clean,  dry  and  airy.  At 
planting  time  bulbs  have  always  been  soaked  in  a  formaldehyde  solu¬ 
tion  of  >4  oz.  to  2  gal.  water,  soaking  12  hours.  Formaldehyde  is  the 
most  penetrating  disinfectant  known.  This,  and  constant  cleanliness 
has  enabled  me  to  produce  bulbs  and  flowers  perfectly  free  from 
disease  and  insect  pests.
